County Farm was discussed. It was suggested by Mr. Angus that 
the Delegation, Chairman contact Mr. Dort of Resources Rec- 
reation and Development Committee and ask for a continuance 
of hearing until Delegation could investigate all implications of 
bill. Moved by Frizzell and Seconded by Millar that Angus and 
Converse so do. 
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Commissioners presented County Budget and discussion on all 
items ensued. 


Specific requests and suggestions of Finance Committee Mem- 

bers were as follows: 
On $11,300 item Repairs and Equipment, suggested by 
Vaughn amount be raised on short term notes. Angus and 
Commissioner Sullivan spoke in agreement. 
Vaughn asked for complete ‘breakdown of estimated 
$120,000 budget for County Farm. 
Millar asked how new Old Age Assistance program would 
affect the County Farm. 
Mr. Pierce suggested, when Board and Care of Children 
was being discussed, that Legislators consider new Legisla- 
tion under ‘“Desertion of Children” to make the parent more 
responsible. 
Millar pointed out that existing laws were adequate in them- 
selves but that the application of the law by municipal 
courts were the weak spots. 
Converse suggested a raise in County Farm boarders pay. 
Ambulatory from $12.00 tc $15.00. 
Bed from $16.00 to $20.00 
Sullivan exhibited a petty cash acct. to show how every 
item is accounted for. 
Angus suggested a small amount be included in each bud- 
get for Capital Improvement. 


Commissioners announced that they would hold the Public Hear- 
ing on Feb. 28, 10:00 A.M. in the Commissioners’ office at Clare- 
mont. 
Meeting adjourned 4:45.

Sullivan County Home 
April 13, 1953 
The Sullivan County Delegation met at the County Home 
to adopt the 1953 budget. There was a brief Finance Committee 
meeting with Commissioner Sullivan. Present were Mr. Con- 
verse, Mr. Vaughn, Mrs. Frizell, Mrs. DeLude and Commis- 
sioner Sullivan. The purpose of the special meeting was to revise 
downward the estimate on cost of new equipment and improve- 
ments. New figures $1,700 Baler, $1,000 Linen, $400 Pump, $1,900 
Dishwasher, $3,000 Sewage Disposal, being a total of $8,000 as com- 
pared to the original estimate of $10,000. Mr. Sullivan left and 
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the Committee discussed the raise of Commissioner’s salary, Mr. 
Vaughn declared the meeting adjourned. 


The Delegation met at 10:00 A.M., inspected the County 
buildings and discussed the varied problems of County govern- 
ment. At 12:30 a fine dinner was served the delegation with the 
Commissioners and Mr. and Mrs. George as Hosts. After dinner 
Chairman Converse proposed a rising vote of thanks to Mr. and 
Mrs. George. The Delegation responded unanimously and whole- 
heartedly. The business session was held in the Chapel of the 
Almshouse, Chairman Converse presiding. Those present at 
roll call were:

Chairman Converse turned the meeting over to Mr. Vaughn 
of the Finance Committee. Mr. Vaughn and the Commissioners 
reviewed the tbudget and other County matters. Particular em- 
phasis was placed on the ever increasing costs of support of poor 
off the farm, old age relief, and board and care of children. The 
slight increase in Welfare Administration was for much needed 
salary adjustments. Soldier’s Aid, another increase, is fast be- 
coming a serious problem. Mr. Vaughn asked Mr. Colby to ex- 
plain the Extention Service Budget. Mr. Colby gave a concise 
review of the whole budget and itemized the salary raised. Mr. 
Sullivan expressed appreciation of the Commissioners to the dele- 
gation and the Finance Committee for the spirit of cooperation 
which had helped solve some of the difficult problems with which 
they were faced. ’ 
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Those present who were not of the delegation retired and the 
Delegation went into Executive Session. 

Mr. Converse suggested raising the Commissioners Salary 
to $1,200. 

Mr. Metcalf moved that the County Delegation introduce 
a bill in the Legislature raising the Sullivan County Com- 
missioner’s salary to $1,200. The motion was seconded 
by Mr. Firestone. 

Mrs. Haddad spoke in opposition. 

Mr. Stone spoke in favour of the measure. 

Roll Call by the Clerk. 

Vote-Unanimous vote in favour of raise. 

Motion adopted. 

On motion by Mr. Perry, seconded by Mr. Holden, the delega- 
tion VOTED that $72,283.00 be the amount of total revenue an- 
ticipated for the fiscal year 1953. 

On motion by Mr. Wirkkala, seconded by Mr. Holden, the 
delegation VOT'ED that the sum of $18,360.00 be raised and ap- 
propriated for the expenses and salaries of General Government. 

On motion of Mr. Perry, seconded by Mr. Holden, the delegation 
VOTED that the sum of $27,700.00 be raised and appropriated 
for the expenses of the Superior Court. Mr. Converse and Mr. 
Stone dissenting on the Finance Committee report that the re- 
quested increase in the Sheriff’s Dept. be not allowed and asking 
to be so recorded. 

County Farm. Mr. Vaughn spoke for the Finance Committee 
and recommended that the sum of $121,325.00 be reduced to 
$113,525.00. That the County Commissioners be authorized to 
borrow the sum of $8,000.00 in short term notes for making capital 
improvements. He pointed out that the $13,000.00 Bond Issue 
would be retired this year and the $8,000.00 coming due next year 
would still 'be appreciably less than the indebtedness of this year. 

Mr. Wirkkala asked for figures to show if the County Farm 
were profitable or not. 

Mrs. Frizzell in agreement and suggested an advisory commit- 
‘tee of farmers. Discussion ensued. 

On motion of Mr. Holden, seconded by Mr. Metcalf, the dele- 
gation VOTED that the sum of $113,525.00 be raised and appro- 
priated for the support of the County Farm. 

On motion of Mr. Perry, seconded by Mr. Stone, the delegation 
VOTED that the County Commissioners be authorized to borrow, 
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on short term notes the sum of $8,000.00. Said notes to be payable 
Nextaryicale 


On motion of Mr. Firestone, seconded by Mr. Metcalf, the del- 
egation VOTED that the sum of $20,000.00 be raised and appro- 
priated for. the support of poor off farm, 

On motion of Mr. Holden, seconded by Mr. Hudson, the dele- 
gation VOTED that the sum of $10,000.00 be raised and appro- 
priated for Old sAge Assistance. 

On motion of Mrs. Frizzell, seconded by Mr. aneete the dele- 
gation VOTED that the sum of $24,000.00: ibe raised and appro- 
priated for the Board and care of children. 


On motion of Mr. Metcalf, seconded by Mr. ‘Hudson, the dele- 
gation VOTED that the sum of $8,000.00 be raised and appropri- 
ated for Soldier’s aid.

On motion of Mrs. Haddad, seconded by Mrs. Webber, the del- 
egation VOTED that the sum of $13,000.00 be raised and appro- 
priated for indebtedness — payment of bond issue. 


On motion of Mrs. Frizzell, seconded by Mr. Stone, the delega- 
tion VO'TED that the sum of $10,520.00 be raised and appropriated 
for the County Extention Service. ” 

On motion. of Mrs. Ee adac seconded iby Mrs. Webber, the 
delegation VOTED that the ‘sum of $800.00 ‘be raised and appro- 
priated for.all other expenditures. Mr. Perry. opposed and asked 
to be so recorded, the amount recommended by the finance com- 


mittee being $1,000.00 


On motion of Mrs. Webber, seconded by Mrs. Haddad, the 
delegation VOTEID to accept the total budget and the amount 
to be raised by taxation as $183,677.00 for the ensuing year. 


Short period of discussion followed the adoption of the budget. 


On motion of Mrs. Frizzell, seconded by Mrs. Haddad. the 
delegation VOTED tc recommend to the Commissioners that 
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the County Farm keep an inventory of the contents of the freeze 
locker. 


The Commissioners were notified that we had acted upon the 
budget for 1953 and returned to the meeting. Mr. Converse pre- 
siding. Mr. Firestone commended the Commissioners for the 
maintenance of the County Farm. Mr. Converse complimented 
the Commissioners on their excellent work in running the affairs 
of Sullivan County and pointed out that Sullivan County had a 
maximum of efficiency and a minimum of expense when other 
County budgets were soaring in cost. The delegation unreservedly 
endorsed Mr. Converse’s remarks. Mr. Converse also expressed 
his appreciation to Mr. Vaughn and the Finance Committee for 
their conscientious and able work on the budget, and commended 
the delegation as a whole for their interest in and attention to 
their duties. 


Upon learning of the illness of Mr. Jordan, the entire delegation, 
on motion by Mr. Firestone, seconded by Mr. Perry, voted to 
instruct the Clerk to send a Resolution of sympathy and well 
wishes to Mr. Jordan. 

Mr. Sullivan invited the Delegates to stop in at the County 
Farm at any time and familiarize themselves iwith it’s operation. 

On motion of Mr. Vaughn, seconded by Mr. Stone, the Dele- 
ga:ion voted to adjourn at 4:40 P.M.

COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT 


In accordance with the Public Laws of the State of New Hamp- 
shire, the Commissioners of Sullivan County herewith present 
the Annual Report of the County Commissioners, the County 
Home and House of Correction, Treasurer, Auditors, Solicitor, 
Clerk of Court, Sheriff, Chaplain, and the Physician of the County 
for the year ending December 31, 1953. 


Relief 

Relief off the farm for the first ten months showed a down- 
trend compared with a year ago. During this time this was offset 
by a very substantial increase in medical relief. Beginning in 
November, due primarily to some changes in the economic con- 
dition, relief throughout the county began to show a general 
increase and in December the increase was almost one hundred 
percent over the month of November. It would seem that more 
money will have to be spent in this department during the coming 
year. 


County Home 

Continuing the long range planning of maintaining the prop- 
erty in good physical condition, we have razed several small 
buildings whick were no ionger in use. The superintendent’s 
quarters were painted and considerable repairs and renovations 
in the hospital building were made. Notably among these was 
the installation of a semi-automatic dishwashing machine and 
extensive repairs in the laundry. 


Revenue from the Farm, Boarders and Old \Aige Assistance 
showed a substantial increase over the previous year. This has 
helped in taking care of an increase in inmates of approximately 
12% over the previous year. Indications still point toward a 
high census at the Home. 


The hospital is still operating under a license from the State 
as an Institutional Infirmary and Custodial rest home. Under 
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this license the hospital is permitted to care for those patients 
who receive Old Age Assistance. 

The Commissioners with Superintendent George’ and For- 
ester William E. Dussault have been and are continuing a five 
year forestry program of selective cutting, planting, etc. The wood 
lots eventually should prove of great value to the County. 

Cooperation 

Again we wish to express our appreciation to all the employees 
of the County Home, Town Officials, Chaplain, Physician, and 
to all clubs, organizations and individuals who have contributed 
to the welfare and happiness of the patients in the institution. 

Invitation to the Public 

As in the previous years your Commissioners cordially invite 
all the citizens of the county to visit the County Home where 
they may observe the work of the Superintendent and Matron 
in their care of the people who are in our charge. We offer you 
a cordial welcome and a willingness to inform you of any, or all 
the workings of your County Home and County Government. 


Superintendent and Matron 

The manifold duties required tc manage a County Institution 
are complex and arduous. Unfortunately it is not possible for 
the citizens of the county to know the many tasks that must be 
performed each and every day of the year. So the assignment of 
carrying on these tasks rest with the superintendent and matron. 
Mr. and Mrs. William George, as superintendent and matron, 
have for many years jerformed these tasks in a manner satis- 
factory to all. The gratitude of the many persons who have come 
under their care, and reports from supervisory state agencies show 
they have performed their duties well. A perusal of the report 
of the Superintendent and Matron for the past year also shows 
that the business and financial affairs of the county have been 
very successfully handled. 

The Commissioners wish to express their thanks to Superin- 
tendent and Mrs. George, the County Delegation, County Offi- 
cers, our Clerks and all the employees of the County Institution 
for their understanding co-operation throughout the year.

Accounts of Commissioners and Treasurer 


An examination was made of all orders issued by the Com- 
missioners and Clerk of the Superior Court during the periods 
under review. Supporting invoices and payrolls were likewise 
examined and the classification of expenditures noted. Proof of 
the Treasurer’s balance as of December 31, 1952, is indicated in 
Exhibit F-2. 

Clerk of the Superior Court 


The financial accounts and records of the Clerk of the Superior 
Court of Sullivan County were examined. ‘Court receipts were 
checked by source, insofar as possible, and found to be properly 
recorded. Court orders issued iby the Clerk were supported by 
invoices, vouchers and payrolls bearing the approval of a Superior 
Court Justice. 


County Home 


The accounts and records of the Superintendent of the County 
Home were examined. Receipts of the Home were checked by 
source through the triplicate receipt forms. All receipts, as 
recorded in the cash book, were properly accounted for by the 
Superintendent through remittances made to the County Treasurer. 

Classified summaries of receipts and expenditures of the County 
Home for the years 1951 and 1952 are presented in Exhibits G-1 
and G-2, respectively. 

General Comments 


County Home - Accounts Receivable: 

As a result of the examination of the accounts at the County 
Home, it was noted that a better system for recording accounts 
receivable of the Institution would be desirable. Accordingly 
the matter was brought to the attention of the County Com- 
missioners and it was decided that a new accounts receivable 
ledger would be installed at the County Home by the auditors.
